AS Commissioner for the General Valuation of Ireland, under the 9 & 10 Viet., 
c. 110, I have to state in reply to the above Order, that, the tenement valuation 
has been commenced in six counties and four counties of cities ; viz. 



Dublin County. 

Tipperar} r (including both Ridings). 
Waterford. 

City of Waterford. 

Limerick.

But it has not yet been entirely completed in any. The valuation has been made 
by counties, baronies, parishes, townlands, and tenements. In the first instance 
no reference is made to the boundaries of Poor-law Unions, which in many 
cases are not co-extensive with the boundaries of counties, baronies, or parishes, 
but are with the boundaries of townlands ; consequently on the completion of the 
tenement valuation of any county there will be no difficulty in preparing tables 
of townlands and tenements to correspond with the boundaries of Poor-law 
Unions and electoral divisions, as far as such lie within the limits of such county. 

In regard to the progress made in the valuation of the several counties enume- 
rated, I have to state that in the county of Dublin the whole of the baronies, with 
the exception of the barony of Rathdown, have been completed, and Rathdowu $ ce Schedule 
is in such a forward state that the whole will be in operation for Poor-law pur- annexed, 
poses in six months, and for the county assessment in April or May next. 

In respect to the latter, the baronial valuation lists for the entire countv will 
be available for the grand-jury assessment at the next levy. 

The tenement valuation of the county of Dublin has been a work of great 
detail and considerable difficulty, owing to the unusual subdivision of the land 
into small tenements, and the difference in the value of similar tenements in 
favoured localities as compared with those which do not range so high in public 
estimation. Though a house may be as large and convenient, and the land of 
equal or better quality, in the latter case the rent value will not amount to more 
than one-half of what may be obtained without difficulty in the favoured district; 
hence the value of a building cannot be determined by the sura expended on 
its erection, neither can the land be valued in proportion to its productive quali- 
ties, but merely by the rent which it will bring under all the circumstances, 
favourable or unfavourable, in which it is placed.

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RETURN'S RELATIVE TO THE GENERAL VALUATION OF IRELAND, 



In making the primary valuation the valuators were necessarily obliged to 
ascertain the relative value both of the land and buildings attached to each 
tenement, according to the ordinary value of such tenements in the county of 
Dublin, and subsequently to correct this valuation in the different localities as each 
were affected by local influences. Where the rents usually paid were not ascer- 
tained, the additions or deductions were made in proportion to others, in respect 
to which accurate information had been obtained ; but as all such proportions 
are liable to error, and as even the actual rent value in every locality is liable to 
frequent variation, notwithstanding the careful investigations that had been 
made for the purpose of rectifying errors or inconsistencies when the schedule 
of the valuation of the tenements in each of the baronies was published, the 
complaints of over valuation as well as inequality in the value of one tenement 
as compared to another, were numerous, and in consequence it became neces- 
sary (in order to insure justice as well as calm deliberation) to hold courts of 
appeal in several parts of the same barony, and in each to entertain appeals on 
account of tenements within the limit of a parish or prescribed division. Many 
of the local courts of appeal were adjourned from day to day, and from time to 
time for six weeks, until at length matters were so adjusted that it is expected 
the valuation as Anally arranged will give general satisfaction ; and when it is 
considered that in the barony of Balrothery East alone, which contains 4,903 
tenements, that 800 appeals were discussed and determined, some idea may be 
formed of the detail as well as the patience required in carrying out similar in- 
vestigations in the baronies of the county of Dublin. 

Though the same process must be gone through in the several baronies of the 
other counties under valuation, and though the subdivision into small tenements 
is very considerable, still, excepting in the vicinity of large towns, we shall not 
have to encounter the difficulty arising from the capricious value of the tene- 
ments in certain localities, as in the county of Dublin. 

In the rural counties the value of tenements will usually bear a proportion to 
the productive qualities of the land, the vicinity or distance from market, and 
other circumstances of a general nature which will equally affect an entire dis- 
trict ; hence I do not anticipate the receipt of any considerable number of tene- 
ment appeals in the southern counties, though it is to be borne in mind that we 
shall have in all cases two subjects of objections, namely, the content of the tene- 
ment and its value. 

The accompanying Table contains as much of the information required by 
the Order of the House of Commons, as the present state of the valuation in the 
different counties will admit of, but I hope during the next Session to be enabled 
to prepare a return which will exhibit the cost of the tenement valuation in the 
several baronies and counties of the South of Ireland.
